E/pecially thofe taken from the holy Scriptures 
where Witchcrafts are oft forbidden, and particu- 
lar mention is made of many who ufed thofe cur{- 
ed Arts and familiaritis with the Devil as 
Jannes and Jambre:, Baalam, Manaffch, Si- 
mon, Elymas,&c. Nor are the reafons deduced 
from the biftory of the Witch of Endor fufficiently 
confuted by thefe Advocates for Witches by pre- 
tending that the Witches and familiar Spirits 
{poken of in holy writ were only Fuglers; or thofe 
who by Legerdemain could do ftrange feats of 
activity, fince the divine Law requires {uch
